VETERAN CATHOLIC 
ORGANIST IS DEAD 


Prof. Edward M. Noll 
Was Cathedral Music- 
master for Thirty- 
three Years. 


Prof. Edward M. Noll, 76, life-long 
resident of Fort Wayne, died at his 
home, 439 E. Wayne St., Sunday af- 
ternoon at 12:45 o’clock, following an 
iliness of two and one-half years’ 
duration. Deceased was a faithful 
member of St. Mary’s church, the 
Holy Namé Society and Sacred Heart 
League. 

For thirty-three years, Prof. Noll 
served as organist at the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception and 
later for seven years was organist at 
St. Paul’s church. He was a musician 
of considerable ability and besides his 
duties as church organist also had a 
number of pupils. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Mary
